But when this is 
accomplished the problem for 
Canada is far from solved. 

Must Reds.c8 Taxes, 

“All that is true of the railways . 
is true in some respect of most 
other public facilities, and such 
progress as has been made over 
the past year along the line of 
effecting economies in adminis- 
tration of public affairs has been 
helpful, but has served mostly to 
point the way to larger and more 
fundamental Te+ arrangements 
looking towards an easing of the 
great load of national debt, anda 
reduction of taxation the extent - 
of which has come to assume 
ominous proportions. There is 
no need for further stressing the 
inescapable necessity for such ac- 
tion, I do not believe that any 
thinking Canadian Wiewing nation- 
al affairs without prejudice, will 
deny that the drain upon public 
and individual wealth consequent 
upon the. general railway situa- 
tion continues to over-shadow all 
other problems, and it is by far 
the most important difficulty that 
has to be surmounted before the 
way to prosperity lies open before 


us. 
The Remedy. 

In order to clarify the situation 
early in the year, I outlined in two 
public addresses what I believed 
to be.the only poégsible solution 
for that problem. In effect, I 
proposed that the people of Can- 
ada as owners of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway should enter into 
a partnership arrangement with 
the shareholders of the Canadian 
Pacific, and that the resulting or- 
ganization should be operated by 
the privately owned concern, thus 
relieving railroad management in 
this country from the too-well 
proven evils of political influences 
and at the same time, removing 
from the path of our greatly har- 
rassed political leaders the em- 
barrassments that;/must ever ac- 
company responsibility for rail- 
‘way operation. My proposals at 
that time met with a volumé of 
approval and support such as, 
frankly, I had not unticipated, and 
I found even in places where it 
was least to be a that they 
received a. serio msideration 
that showed how espread was 
the conviction. th thatythis problem 
had to Ve settled if some satisfac. 
tory and permanent manner. 
Nothing that has since happened 
has tended to change my convic- 
tion that in these proposals lies 
the only sound ultimate solution 
of the difficulty. I can think of 
nothing short of this that may ° 
be attempted that will offer ade- 
quate relief from an economic 
drain that has in it all the possi- 
bilities: of national disaster. I 
have reason to believe, also, that 
T share this conviction with a 
large and increasing number of 
citizens who are giving thought to 
the state of real economic ere in 
which we stand,”

Second Extension Is Arranged Be- 

_ tween Canada And Germany 

A second extension as from Jan- 
vary: has, been arranged between Can- 
ada and Germany for the trade 
treaty initially ‘contracted a year ago, 
according’ to an announcement made 
at Ottawa -recently. On January 1 
last year Germany agreed to exempt 
Canadian. goods. from the ‘“Ober- 
tariff,’. or surtax, rates that were 
applicable to the products of countries 
which had not then negotiated com- 
mercial treaties with the reich. This 
agreement terminated on Marca 31, 
1933. 

As from April 1, it was renewed 
with Canada, according to Germany 
the benefits of the intermediate tariff, 
in return for which that country 
granted to Canada the ‘“‘conventional”’ 
or treaty tariff on such commodities 
as normally were embraced with the 
“conventional tariff” schedules. O2 
other commodities Canada was grant- 
ea the general tariff, wita no appl:ca- 
tion to any Canadian goods of tho 
“Obertariff” rates. This agreement 
held until Dec. 31, 1933.

Stronger Than Steam Engine 


Liquid Ammonia Used In New Device 
For Motor Cars 

An ammonia engine which develops 
tremendous energy and _ operates 
without fuel other than atmospheric 
heat, is being developed at San Diego, 
California, by three engineers. 

The device, according to the inven- 
tors, is actually an ammonia ice ma- 
chine in ‘‘reverse English,” and ig de- 
signed to operate at pressure ranges 
far above those developed in the or- 
dinary steam engine. 

In @ maze of tanks and pumps 
liquid ammonia is injected against the 
“radiator,” and heated by atmospher- 
ic heat. The liquid is gradually trans- 
formed into gas and pressure up to

The Mohammedan \ Mosque, in 
Paris, is the first religious edifice 
theré to put into effect a no-tipping 
regulation.

An Eastern professor recently informed a gathering of Eastern edtica- 
tionists that no person, over 40 years of age should be permitted to teach 
school. This recallg other dictum of.that' famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65 should be quietly chloroformed. Both statements fail 
to convince because they are so palpably overstatements., 


Tt ig true, of course, that youth is becoming more insistent for recogni- 
tion in the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap- 
pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy which aré compact of 
youth. The war robbed one generation of its birthright and opportunities. 
The depression appears to this generation to have repeated the process, That 
youth should be insurgent againgt conditions which they did nothing to bring 
about, is natural in the circumstances, and, poss!bly, salutary in the result. 
The Communist movement in Russia was energized by the youth of Russia; 
Mussolini recruited his Fascist army ‘from the ranks of youth. Hitler has 
enrolled German youth under the Nazi banner. These are manifestation of 
youth's protest against forces inimical, they. believe, to youth's fulfifment. 


The trouble is to set a hard and fast line where youth ends and age be- 
gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate 
the significance of the two statements and their many imputations and im- 
plications. But there is no such line. It is possible to cite instances innumer- 
able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and 
it contributions to civilization after passing 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education 
would have been that much poorer. Had Edison acknowledged his faculties 
exhausted at that age, much of his work for the advancement of science and 
enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the 
vitality of Einstein's mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have 
been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- 
ices which followed his expulsion from Germany, It was after he had pass- 
ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and launched the 
enterprises coupled with his name. The tally of similar examples can be 
carried ad infinitum. 

In the political field, President Roosevelt, far beyond’ the assigned 
“deadline” of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 
courage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in thése 
characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, with equal energy and resource, did not 
hesitate, when the needs of hig country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in.the crisis of the 
hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of meh 
beyond the “allotted span,’”’.because these men oriented the chaos of ideas 
tortnriug the youthful minds, Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which suggests the well-known 
saying, “A man is ag old as he feels.” - i 

There must be some reason for a prominent educationist to make so 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 
ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in an idle mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration.may be found 
in the work of the Spanish philosopher, Ortegay Gasset, who, in ‘“The Mod- 


‘ ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation is distinct in itself in that it 


differs in its reactions to ideag and environment from the generations pre- 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course, that one 
generation's viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it,’the former is out of touch with.the youth of its own day and 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor. The more remote the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student's 
ideas and ideals. 3 P 

Whatever the difference, custom hag decreed-that the one should be 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise. While there may be something in the ‘contention that the genera- 
tion from which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that 
furnishing the school population of today, it must not be forgotten that the 
knowledge gleaned from experience of life and living acquired by the older 
generation must. be of inestimable value in preparing the young for their 
responsibilities. z 

After all, no new social structure’is created with each new generation. 
They may improve, or remodel,—and the social structure characteristic of 
western civilization is the cumulative result of such improvements. Some- 
thing constant is imparted from generation to generation however. So long 
ag this condition exists, the accumulated experience of the past must retain 
its value and, finding expression through the process of education, in school 
or in the home, be passed on to those preparing themselves for the duties 
and responsibilities of full citizenship. 

Youth demands recognition and should be recognized. But an intelligi- 
ble definition of youth, other than that of mere time, is necessary to com- 
plete acceptance of the statement that no person over forty should be en- 
trusted with the task of teaching youth, F

Unusual Staff Employed 


Work In London Restaurant Done By 
Ex-Convicts 

London has a restaurant which is 
partly staffed by ex-convicts and men 
and boys who are on probation, the 
promoter being Arnold Hall, connect- 
ed with the Howard League for Pen- 
al Reform and very much interested 
in the work of assisting ‘old lags” to 
reform. The results of this unusual 
venture are said to be satisfactory. 

Arnold Hall began in 1926 in a cel- 
lar, with a convict who had been 33 
years in prison, a large piece of cloth 
and himself. They did upholstery 
work until they. had accumulated 
some money and the present restaur- 
ant grew from this small ‘beginning. 

“The thing works very harmonious- 
ly and the men are extremely hap- 
py,” Mr. Hall said. He explained that 
the restaurant at which from 80 to 
90 lunches are served: every day is 
not only giving the men their indus- 
trial opportunity, but it is providing 
an acid test og to their intentions to 
go straight. 

The men started with a wage of 
five shillings a week and their lunch- 
es for a fortnight. After that they 
were given 25 shillings a week and 
later, if they are doing well, they 
receive 35 shillings a week. Eventual- 
ly they are made waiters and receive 
18 shillings a week, their lunches, in- 
surance and about 25 shillings in tips, 

There are men working in the res- 
taurant who have been in prison for 
more than 30 years. Boys are sent to 
him instead of to Borstal, the mag- 
istrate paying their wages.

Just British Justice 


Full Judgment Given Eamon De 
« Valera In Will Case: 

Miss Mary Fitzpatrick, a resident 
of Brighton, in England, dying last 
year, bequeathed an estate of $15,000 
in England to Eamon de _ Valera, 
President of the Irish Free State. 

John Fitzpatrick, of Dublin, a 
brother of Miss Fitzpatrick, contest- 
ed the will, alleging that Miss Fitz- 
patrick was not of sound mind, and 
did not know or approve of the con- 
tents of the will. 

Mr. de Valera took action in the 
‘English Probate Court to enforce the 
will. 

Mr. Justice Bateson, sitting in Lon- 
don, gave full judgment for Mr. de 
Valera. He said he was satisfied Miss 
Fitzpatrick was of perfectly sound 
mind, ve John Fitzpatrick had 
completely“ failed to make out his 
case. 

The London Times report of the 
suit, Dec. 14, is headed simply ‘“Ac- 
tion by Mr. De Valera.” There was 
no comment on the judgment in the 
Times or, so far ag we have noticed, 
in any British paper. 

Just a matter of course—British 
law, a British court; justice. 

One can imagine a good many 
countries in which, under correspond- 
ing circumstances, a corresponding 
result could not be so-easily predict- 
ed, or at best such a matter-of-fact 
silence about it.

Minerals For Poultry 
Diet Of Fowls Should Be Watched 
During Winter Months 


With regard to mineral foods for 
poultry, as a considerable percentage 
of dry matter in both egg and fowl is 
composed of mineral elements it is 
evident the demand for food contain- 
ing these elements will be urgent, 
particularly with a rapidly growing 
bird or one producing a large number 
of eggs. Under free range conditions, 
these mineral elements will be ob- 
tained largely through the ordinary 
foods, and the green food, insects, 
and grit that are picked up on the 
range. When fowls are more or less 
closely confined, it becomes necessary 
to supply the mineral foods and the 
question of the most suitable form 
in which they can be obtained be- 
comes important. The various miner- 
al foods and a schedule showing the 
average content of mineral salts in 
feeding stuffs are to be found in the 
bulletin on Poultry Feeds and Feed- 
ing issued by the Publications 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of .Agriculture. :

Idea Is All Wrong 


Scientists Maintain Rare Meat Less 
Nutritious Than Well. Done - 

Modern Samsons who attribute 
their muscular superiority solely to 
the fact that they munch their daily 
ration of meat when it is raw, red 
and juicy, are all wrong, according 
co two British scientists. 

These two sc.entists assert that 
contrary to popular belief, underdone 
meat is less nutritious than the more 
thoroughly cooked. ; f 
- Other culinary customs, which have 
stood the test of a thousand years, 
are upset by the research workers, 
who declare that a hot oven is un- 
necessary for the initial stages of 
roasting, as the high temperature 
does not form a juice-retaining pel- 
licle on the meat. 

Barbecue fans will thrill to the 
knowledge that meat roasted in the 
open is more nutritious than in the 
oven. Roasting, grilling and frying 
are found to result in smaller losses 
of mineral salts than either. steaming 
or boiling. 

The two maiz losses result from 
cooking, shrinkage and loss of the 
valuable mineral salts on which nutri- 
tion depends. The investigators say 
that overcooked méat contains, pound 
for pound, more protein and more fat 
than underdone. ;
